A Pioneer of This Section and 


Man of Influence in the Com 
munity Passes Away as th 
Result of Injuries Sustaine 


Hon. J. N. Evans, president o 


the Board of Regents of the Nevad; 
State University and one of the influ 
ential citizens of Reno, is dead. 


He passed away at 5 o'clock yes 


terday morning as the result of in 
juries sustained the previous day. Mr 
Evans, noting 
the oncoming storm 


went to a field near the reservoir to 
protect a stack of hay from the rain 
He mounted the stack to arrange th 
cover and was blown to the ground 
a distance of fifteen or twenty feet 
He fell on his chest and suffered se- 
vere Injuries. 
One of his ribs was 


broken 
and 
the 
internal 
injuries 


caused hemorrhages to result. 


Pierce Evans, a son of the deceased 


and an employe were with him. They 
placed Mr, Evans in a conveyance 
and brought him to his home In this 
city. 


At the time the injuries were no 


considered serious, the hemorrhages 
being internal, and nothing was given 
out regarding- the accident. 


Doctors Pritchard, Hershiser 
and 


Thoma were called in and they did 
everything possible. 
Mr. Evans' suf- 


ferings when he became 
conscious 


were so terrible that he was placed 
beneath the influence of an opiate. 


Late In the night he recovered con- 


sciousness and recognized the various 
members of his family who were in 
the room. 
At 5 o'oock he ceased to 


breathe. 


John Newton Evans was aged 
68 


years, 6 months and 1 day. He wa: 
born in Defiance, Ohio. When 24 years 
of age he emigrated to California and 
settled In Long Valley, where he made 
his home for several years. 
These 


were troublous times on the Nevada 
border 
and Mr. Evans 
frequently 


spoke to the writer 
of 
the Indian 


troubles of those pioneer times. 
He 


had several encounters with thievish 
and murderous bands of Piutes and 
Modocs and was in several campaigns 
against them. 


Finally the country became civil- 


ize and Mr. Evans was able to con- 
duct his affairs without molestation. 
He soon amassed a competency and 
came to Reno, building a. handsome 
residence in the northern part of the 
city. 


Mr. Evans identified himself with 


the leading interests of Reno and was 
a director of the Bank of Nevada for 
a number of years. 
He also became 


president of the Washoe Power 
and 


Development Company, which now is 
erecting a plant up the river. 
His 


interest in university affairs was great 
and at the time of 
his death was 


president of the board of regents of 
that institution. 


Mr. Evans was a man of rugged 


nature and strong- personality. 
He 


was as immovable as a rock when 
actuated by his convictions and pos- 
sessed an unyielding will. 


There were four brothers: 
The de- 


ceased, A. A. Evans, Alvaro Evans 
and Allan Evans. Alvaro is the sole 
survivor of the four history makers. 
The deceased is mourned by a wife 
and five children. 
The latter are 


Miss 
Elizabeth, 
John, Ben, Allen, 


Pierce and Rose. 
A sister, Mrs. Ar- 


rowsmith of L/ong Valley, also sur- 
vives him. 


The funeral will be held under the 


auspices of the Benevolent and Pro- 
tective Order of Elks and the services 
will be conducted by Rev. Samuel 
TJnsworth. 


The faculty of the university hav- 


jng been called together and Inform-ed 
of the death of the Hon. J. N. Evans, 
passed the following resolutions: 


Whereas, Almighty God has seen at 


to call from his labors Hon. J. N. 
Evans, the esteemed chairman of the 
Board of Regents, be it, therefore 


Resolved: 
First, That In his death 


the university has sustained an irre- 
parable loss, 


Second, That upright in his motives, 


and honorable in his dealings, we ap- 
preciated his friendship and feel that 
in his death we have suffered a per- 
sonal loss, 


Third, That we commend his use- 


ful and successful career, to the stu- 
dent body as worthy of their thought- 
ful study and emulation, 


Fourth, That in their affliction we 


extend to the family our sympathies, 
with the assurance that we -will ever 
hold the honored husband and father 
in grateful remembrance, for his de- 
voted services to the institution -which 
we represent,

CITY ORDINANCE NO. 11 


An Ordinance Prescribing the Duties 


and Fixing the Compensation of 


the City Engineer of the City 


of Reno. 


The City Council of the City of Reno 


do ordain 


Section 1. It shall be the duty, of the 


City Engineer^ in connection '-with the 
Street Committee,, at any time when 
required by the( City Council, to survey 
and plat, and make as accurate an esti- 
mate as practicable of any improve- 
ment in the streets, alleys, and high- 
ways of the City of Reno contemplated 
by said City Council, and in making 
such survey said Engineer shall des- 
ignate, by suitable marks and stakes 
placed in the ground, the situation and 
character of such improvement as sur- 
veyed and estimated by him, so that 
the same may be observed and exam- 
ined by any person desiring to con- 
tract for doing the same 


Sec. 2 The City Engineer shall, as 


soon as practicable ascertain and des- 
ignate upon suitable plats thereof, to 
be by him prepared, the grade of each 
crossing in all the streets and alleys 
in said City within the City limits, 
and shall also designate the same by 
some suitable post, or mark fixed at 
each ciossmg, or upon some permanent 
monument near thereto, and shall re- 
port to the City Council for their con- 
sideiatior, and in case the City Council 
shall make any change in the grade so 
reported, the City Engineer shall des- 
ignate such change upon the monument 
so placed by him, or designated as 
aforesaid. 


Sec 3 Whenever required by the 


City Council, the City Engineer shall 
survey and plat any street or highway 
contemplated to be open in said City, 
and shall return such plat to the City 
Council with such notes and explana- 
tions as shall present a clear descrip- 
tion of the route of such contemplated 
street and highway, with a designation 
theieon of the lands or lots thiough 
which the same will pass, and the pro- 
pi letor or owner of each pait or parcel 
thereof with the amount of land pro- 
posed to taken from each Whenever 
required so to do he shall fix and de- 
termine according to the plat of said 
City, the corners of any block within 
the same where the grade of the street 
has been established, and shall fix a 
stake at each corner of each block 


Sec 4 It shall be the duty of the 


City Engineer to make and attest a du- 
plicate plat of the surveys, and subdi- 
visions of all propelty surveyed, and 
subdivided within the limits of the 
City of Reno, and file the same m the 
City Auditor's Office of said City, and 
all errors and discrepancies in original 
surveys, or re-surveys shall be noted 
and filed in like manner, as soon as 
determined, and such duplicate plats 
are hereby declared to be official plats 
of said City. 


Provided, 
however, 
that 
nothing 


therein contianed shall be deemed an 
acceptance of the control, or responsi- 
bility of streets, alleys or side-walks 
not accepted or declared upon by the 
City Souncil 


Sec 5. It shall be the duty of the 


City Engineer to determine the corners 
or boundary lines of any and all blocks 
in said City. 


Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the 


City Engineer to locate the lines and 
grades of all streets and side-walks, 
alleys, avenues, or "other public ways 
and to determine the position, size, or 
construction of all sewers and T's and 
connections thereof, irrigation or drain 
canals, culverts, conduits, 
aqueducts, 


bridges, viaducts, or other public work 
or appurtenances for the City, and to 
prepare plans, maps, and profiles of 
the same, the originals or certified 
copies of which shall be filed In the 
offlcevof the City Auditor of said City, 
and to make estimates, and furnish 
specifications for any of said work 
whenever required to do so by the 
Mayor or City Council; he shall have 
general supervision of all contracts, or 
other work, and see that It is perform- 
ed in a workmanlike manner and in ac- 
cordance with the authorized plans and 
in conformity with the plans of the con- 
tract and specifications; and shall have 
authority and power to oversee and 
may reject or approve of all work that 
may be undertaken of any description 
upon the public streets, alleys, side- 
walks, and highways of said City by

chise whatsoever, and shall have auth- 
ority and i>ower to reject or approve 
any and all plans and specifications, 
which plans and specifications must be 
first submitted to the City Engineer 
for his inspection, rejection or approval 
before any firm, person, company or 
corporation shall commence any work 
thereunder upon any street, alley, side- 
walk or highway in said City 


Sec. 7. The City Engineer shall have 


authority and power, and it shall be hia 
duty to Inspect any and all plans and 
specifications of buildings hereafter to 
be erected within the limits of said 
City and may reject or approve the 
same, and the construction of no build- 
ing shall hereafter be commenced with- 
in said City by any person, firm, com- 
pany or corporation without the plans 
and specifications shall havf been first 
submitted to the City Engineer of said 
City for his inspection who shall re- 
poit to the City Council for final ac- 
tion 


Sec 8 No person shall interrupt or 


molest said City Engineer while en- 
gaged in his official duty, by riding or 
driving any horse, or animal, or ve- 
hicle of any kind against the pel son, 
or surveying instruments, or other pro- 
fessional apparatus of said Oity En- 
gineer or his assistant, in the discharge 
of their duty, or by moving or displac- 
ing any stake or other landmark fixed 
or determined by him or his assistants, 
or by willfully causing or offering them 
or him any kind of corporal injury or 
dindrance 


Sec 9 The City Engineer shall at the 


end of each quarter, or oftener, if re- 
quired, report the actions and doings 
of his department to the Mayor and 
City Council 


Sec 30 The City Engineer shall keep 


a record of all stieet excavations, and 
of all laying of pipes therein 


Sec 11 Excavations for the laying 


of gas, water, and all other kinds of 
pipes, and for the underground laying 
of all cables, wires or other appliances 
whatsoever In the streets and alleys 
of the City of Reno, shall be made only 
in the place or places designated by 
the City Engineer, and at the depth 
designated by Mm 


Sec 12. No person shall dig any hole, 


ditch, drain, or trench of any descrip- 
tion in any street, alley or side-walk 
for any purpose whatsoever in said 
City, without first obtaining wiitten 


, permission from the City Engineer so to

Sec 13 In the re-filling of any exca- 


vation made in any street, alley, or 
side-walk in said City, the different 
classes of material shall be returned 


j to the place occupied before excavat-

I be properly tamped, settled, and left

Engineer. 


Sec 14 The compensation Df the City 


Engineer of the City of Reno selected

Edgar Leavitt, Nevada's active cen-

here he attended the University of 
the Pacific. Leav.itt entered the U. of 
N. in the fa.ll of 
1890 and since that 


time has taken an active interest in 
football affairs. 
He has already dem- 


onstrated that a man to play center 
must 
not 
be 
overburenecl 
with 


weight. 
Leavitt is 6 
feet tall and 


weighs 
164 pounds. 
He .possesses 


those qualities that go to. make xvp .a 
good center. He is quick, active, and 
always on the aggressive. 


Prank Smith, captain of the victor- 


ious eleven, was born at Genoa, Ne- 
vada, in 1879, 
Mr. Smith came to 


the U. of N. in 1S99. He has since 
then played in every football team, 
every track team and baseball team 
in the university. Frank weighs 158 
pounds, and is one of the most influ- 
ential men on the team.

worked his way through college, and 
last year won a
